Bum Bureau Wants 

U. S. To Pay-As-You-Go 

Program for the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau's annual meeting 
got under way In Louisville 
Monday. At the very first ses- 
sion President Lewis F. Allen, 
Bowling Green, advocated a pay- 
aa-you-go financing plan in the 
struggle against communism. 
* Allen committed the farmers 
hi a willingness to do their part 
to meeting the challenge, and 
■aid that Americans should call 
on the Government to "cut un- 
necessary spending to the very 
minimum." 

Declaring that the national 
Farm Bureau Federation has 
worked to defeat dangerous so- 
cial leeislation in Washington, 
the farm leader pointed out that 
the Bureau is recognized there 
as "the voice of the farmers."

Heavy Cost of Polio 

In Kentucky For 1950 

Kentucky's more train 2,000 
polio victims, 602 of them strick- 
en this year, have cost the Ken- 
tucky Chapter, National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis 
$213,983.17, since January 1. 

In making the announcement 
this week, Howard C. Orr, ex- 
ecutive director of the Kentuc- 
ky Chapter, said the Founda- 
tion's epidemic aid fund had 
granted Kentucky $72,460 to help 
care for the state's polio pa- 
tient*. A grant of $50,000 was 
received October 1 and another 
grant of $22,460 was received 
last week.

And not forgetlul of our own boyhood economics, we recall 
working a six-day week and drawing the munificent sum 
of three dollars, no board included. We ate at home, you 
know. Suppose we should have had to pay board. 

'three or four-room houses rented for uve, six or seven 
dollars a month. Incidentally, there were a lot of families 
who lived in three or four-room houses, splendid people 
they were who were never concerned over the fact that 
they were not able to afford six and eignt-ioom houses 
with all that went with them. 

Of course, in those days food and clothing was cheaper. 
There were no movies, no radio, no television, no automo- 
biles, no talking machines. The better-to-do families had 
a horse and buggy. Nearly every family had at least one 
cow, and those who did not bought their milk from those 
who did, at five cents a quart, or even cheaper. The quarts 
were most generous too. You could take a half-gallon 
bucket to a farm house and get it nearly full for a nickel, 
whole milk.

WHO IS THE HEIR? 

For 15 years I have been writ- 
ing for this column, chronicling 
our customs and especially men- 
tioning, from time to time, pass- 
ing institutions. At all times I 
have tried not to be a typical 
oldish person who looks upon 
what used to be as the one and 
only correct thing, upon all 
modern variations as wrong. It 
would be a mark of blindness 
and perversity for me or any one 
else to ignore changing times and 
call for a return to what used to 
be. Only the senile could do 
that. And sometimes I fear that 
many of us, young and old alike, 
do senile thinking. We find our- 
selves in a pretty cold, matter- 
of-fact world and dream of other 
days as times when lights were 
rosier, when virtue was regard- 
ed with ourselves, we would 
have to admit that in the days 
when things seemed so rosy, we 
were young and largely without 
responsibility. We were ig- 
norant of the stirring problems 
of that time and imagined that 
there were none of great im- 
port. Probably here is a better 
answer to this Polly-annish way 
of looking so longingly back- 
er days we have forgotten or ig- 
nored the sadder, more disap- 
pointing sides. If the roses of 
our childhood could be abstracted 
from the thorns, they certainly 
would be fair. But those roses, 
like all other roses, had their 
thorns, now so often forgotten. 
Of course, we as children knew 
next to nothing about world 
events and, therefore, could have 
no opinions. Now that every day 
in every part of the world is an 
open book to us, we of necessity 
have to have an opinion about 
our remotest neighbors. All in 
all, it is no easy matter to adjust 
ourselves to such a big world. 

As I have said so many, many 
times in this column, I rejoice 
at the progress that we have 
made in my li*etime. It would 
be a very pathetic thing if con- 
ditions were now what they 
were when I left Fidelity in 
1906. In education, in transpor- 
tation, in applied mechanics, in 
what our English brethren call 
gadgets, we have advanced un- 



believably. It would be a step 
backwards to write off even the 
least of these things. (I am 
writing this essay on a typewrit- 
er, with my desk lighted by an 
electric light, and a fan going to 
keep me from melting on a hot 
summer day. These things did 
not exist at Fidelity in the olden 
days.) However, it is a matter 
lor serious concern when we try 
to see what is to take the place 
of our older and more primitive 
life. What is to happen to neigh- 
borliness, for instance? Are all 
tasks to be done only for hire, 
and are neighborhood affairs to 
go out of style? How soon will 
the enlarged community take the 
place once occupied by the many 
small communities? With ears It 
is easy to get to the modern con- 
solidated school; do people go to 
it as they did to the various 
smaller ones? I suspect that they 
do, but I am still wondering 
whether they feel themselves as 
distinct a port of the big organi- 
zation as they did of the very 
small one. D 0 not misunderstand 
me; I know that many a person 
had never seen the inside of the 
one-roomed school alter he left 
it, not from graduation but from 
plain quitting. Some people, of 
course, did enjoy the neighbor- 
hood phase of the school and miss 
it sadly since the small school 
has merged with many others to 
make a more attractive and more 
efficient consolidated school. The

Suggestions for Winter Use ot Cold Frame. 



Though used for thousand! of 
years by gardeners, cold,frames arc 
just as useful now as In the days of 
the Roman empire. Originally pits 
in which plants could be protected 
on cold nights by a covering, which 
was removed when the sun shone, 
the chief difference today is that 
glass, or a translucent plastic, 
serves for covering. 

Every complete garden needs a 
cold frame. It is a most useful 
tool all year around. If you lack this

Fall Plowing Of 
Leaf Beds Urged 

Preparation of tobacco plant 
beds in the fall is suggested by 
Russell Hunt of the College of 
Agriculture and Home Econom- 
ics, University of Kentucky. 

Especially should beds be 
plowed in the fall, he said, so as 
to destroy roots of grasses, clov- 
ers, and weeds on which the bac- 
teria of the wildfire disease live 
through the winter. When these 
roots are killed the disease germs 
die and the chances for wildfire 
in plant beds are materially re- 
duced. 

Best results are obtained when 
beds are plowed and burned, 
steamed or treated with methyl 
bromide in the fall, according to 
_ unt. 

A survey made last spring 
showed that beds plowed and 
treated in the fall to control 
weeds were free from wildfire. 
This was especially true where 
bed sites were ditched to keep 
water from flowing over them 
in winter, carrying wildfire bac- 
teria back on them. 

Hunt suggested that plant bed 
sites be located on sloping 
ground, so water could be ditched 
around them. Plants develop 
earlier where beds slope to the 
south or southeast, he said.
